Tie Government of the Confederate States,
in the creation of which South Carolina united
“with her sistér States, has suspended s eivil
and wilitary anthority, and the high ‘duty of
providing measures for the awellurg of its citi-
aciys, by a stern neeedsity, has beeu developed
upon the Governmeng of the State.

In this nnexneeted terminatio of the active
powers of Government, in pease and-in war,
which Sonth Carolina granted to the commeon
Governinent of the Confedergte Statas, ciren-
stances have - rendered the condition of this
© one of prenliar embarrissinent.  Deeply |
suffering from the consenences of the war, in
Wany respets, i nome s that sutfering - more:
peculizely trying than in the. misery which
vow alleets o considerablygpurtion of its  pupu-
lation; which threatens w larger. portion, and
may involve the whole of it in the sufferipg
which wani, approaching starvation, has pro-
duced andwill prodiee. The large supplics
contrinutedsto the support of the armies of the
Contideration had been given at'a time when
alitwidanee enabled-tie popuiation to bear its
withdrwal witbout sgeravated suffering.  But
the great destruetion of means of snbsistence
at the present time, and the difficulties of se-
curing it in the futare by the next crop, had,
even befove the reverses whicl: befell the arwies
of the Coniederation, satisfied all that it would
bie impossible to part with the supplies which
had been gathered for the armies, without de-
strayivg the support of the-popylation, in many
portions b the State. Aud attempts were.made
to inform the authoritics of the Confederate
Governtuqut, that not only the appreffension
but the uate}iﬂt_v of evil' consequeuces would
prevent the removal of all such supplies,-

. With the dissolution of the.armies of the
Confederation, the necessity for these supplies
has ceasédl ; With the removal of that necessity
arjses the stronger obligation upon the author-
ities of the State, topreserve these gupplies for
the mitigation of the'suffering of the pouple of
the State.” To that end, therefore, it is " now
detlared thay all subsistence stores and proper-
ty of the Confederate States within the Jimits
of the State, should be turhed over to and
acconnted for by the agents of the State ‘ap-
pointed for that parpose’ The subsistence
and other stores to be used for the rolief of the
people of the State, and the other property of
whatever kind to be held for the common
beuefit of the State, and subjeet to such distri-
bution as way be hercafter detexmined upon
by the proper authoritics of thre Stute. .1 -

est degree obligatory upon the - agents of the
State who will reeeive thege supplies, to pro-
